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BREWERS DECIDE TO
PAY INSPECTION FEES

Migsouri Corporations Will Accept
Compromise Offered by the
Last Legislature.

STATE TO RECEIVE $220,000.

Brewers of Other Rtates Who Are
Affected by the Law May
Take Case Into Federal
Supreme Court.

Miesour! brewers have decided to ac-
cept the compromise for settlement of back
inspection fecs offered by the last Legisia-
ture, according to a St Louls brewer, who
has taken an active interest In the matter
and who favored payving the fees.

The settiement will be made Monday or
Tuesday by attorneys representing all the
brewing iInteress of the State. Brewers
of other States, who are affected by the
law, it is understood, may carry the fight
into the United States Supreme Court on
the ground that 1t {s in conflict with the
interstate commerce law.

The Missour! brewers will settle the clalm

of the State against them on the basls
of 10 eemts a barrel, The amount they will
have to pay, it i& estimated, will be about
$220,000,

The thirty days’ limit for the payment of
back beer inspection dues will expire next
Monday, as the bill authorizing Governor
Dockery to rettle with the brewers on a
10-cont-per-barrel basls passed the As-
sembly March 15

In the last week of the General Assembly
Governor Dockery had prepared two bills
dealing with the inspection of beer. In
one the inspection fee was reduced from 40
10 20 cents a barrel, while the other au-
thorized the Governor to accept a sum of
money equal to 10 cents a barrel In pay-
ment of defaulted fees.

After the Missouri Supreme Court de-
clared valid the law passed by the General
Assembly two years ago, a motion for a
new hearing was entered by t'l!',; nttprn:l:‘:

ting the brewere. s mo

m as yet been acted upon by the
court. There was a great deal of talk soon
after the Supreme Court decision to the
effect that the ease would be carried on
up to the United States SBupreme Court for
settlement, and that Kansas City brewers
were In favor of carrying on a further
fight agalnst the law. This was denied
later, however, and at a meecting of the
brewers in St. Louls about two weeks ago
the matter was left with a committee of
five and the attorneys representing the
brewers,

Reports of Irregularities in Manila
Postal System Brought Director
General to Washington.

Washington, April 12—F. W. Vallle, for-
mer Director General of Posts in the Philip-
pines, and now an Assistant Superintendent
of the Railway Mall Service, was here Fri-
day In connection with the statement in the
report from Auditor Lawsche, at Manila,
that *the accounts of the postal service
were very unsatisfactory.” Mr. Vallle es-
tablished the service in the Philippines and
remained there until several months ago.
Ha was valled here from Philadelphia at the
request of the Postmaster General to ex-
plain the facts in the case. He had long In-
terviews with Postmaster General Smith,
Assistant Postmaster Bhallenberger and
Colonel Edwards of the Insular Divislon of
the War Department. He explained the op-
‘erations generally during his regime,

Under his system, he explained, the post
office revenues were collected and held by
the postal eervice and the expenses pald
from the revenues, the balance being trans-
mitted to the insular treasury.

Meantime Mr. Laweche had been appoint-
ed auditor, with instructions to continue the
postal accounting system, which Mr. Vallle
had nstituted.

Ben Harrison, a driver in the employ of
the Lindsay Express and Coal Company, at
No. 142 Pine street, narrowly escaped a
terrible death Friday morning, about 9
o'clock in a collision with a street car In
front of the old City Hall on Market street.
He was saved by clinging to a fragment of
the harness on the animal which he was
driving.

Harrison had just dellvered a package In
the rear of No. 1106 Market street, and was
returning to the stables on Plne street. He
sttempted to drive to the north side of Mar-
ket street In front of car No. 1172 of the
Channing avenue division of the St. Louls
Transit Company, which was golng east.
The horse cleared the tracks, but the car
struck the wagon and upset it, at the same
time throwing Harrison 4nd the horse di-
rectly in its path. The force of the collision
broke the traces and pitched the wagon to
one slde. Harrison passed beneath the
fender, while the horse was shoved along In
front of the car. Harrlson held to the plece

of harness he had grabbed In falling. He
was rolled over arnd over, all the time so
close to the wheels that a large hole was
torn in his coat by the rough edge of the
flange. Finally, after what appeared an age
1o the terror-stricken man, the horse galned
its feet, and with a plunge forward, drew
Harrison, who was &till hanging to the torn
harness, to a safe distance from the wheels,
The accident was witnessed by nearly fifty
persons, who expected to see  Harrlson
ground to death. espite the fact that the
car was moving slowly when It struck Har-
rison's wagon, the motorman did not suc-
ceed in stopping It until Harrlson had been
dragged nearly fifty feet, and not until the
;mr:];e hed pulled him from benenth tha
ender.

Harrlson refussd to go to the hospital at
once, but later In the alterncon his suffer-
ings became so Intense that his employer,
R. B, Lindsay, had him removed to the
Bt. John's Hospltal,

About two years ago, while employed by
the Kinloch Teléephone Company, stringing
wires alovg the housetops in Commercial
alley, Harrison fell from a ladder to the
granite pavement, a distance of fifty feet,
and escaped with only a dislocated shoulder.

Reinhardt, who Is night bartender at the
saloon, asserts that he shot after a “gun
play* on the part of Marshall. The latter,
Just before he was placed on the operating
table at the City Hospltal, declared that
the shooting had no provacation.

Early in the day, Marshall, and “Fly"
Miller of Chicago, a friend of Mar-
shall's, were in the rooms over the saloon.
Here, It Is gaid, Miller beat o woman.
Later, Miller went to the =aloor. In the
saloon were Reinhardt and Charles Daw-
son, who Is day bartender, and who lives
at No. 1334 Fine street.

Reinhardt, it is sald, had heard of Ail-
ler's trouble with the woman, and ordered
him from the place. Miller refused to O,
but after a scuffle was forced out. Upon
the street, Miller met Marshall. and told
him what had happened. The latter con-
sidered the efection of Miller & personal
Insult, and according to the statement of

Marsiall declared that he turned to leave
the saloon. Reinhardt whipped out his re-
volver, and, nlming it at Marshall. fired.

The bullet entored Muarshall’s right side
and passed through the body. Reinhardt,
fearing that, though  wounded, Marshall
would shoot him, ran cut. and stood cver
the injured man with drawn revolver. The
shut was heard by Pollee Officers Noonan,
TRoche, Bambrick and Hunt.
